A correspondent says she wishes to 
thank me most sincerely for the in- 
formation I sent her about the ex- 
termination of cockroaches. "I can- 
not find a single one now, and I am 
so grateful." she says. 


Well, I believe the lady is sincere, 


at that. But she feels so grateful 
for -the secret of getting rid of the 
roaches <that ishe wonders jf I can 
send more information, this time on 
how to get rid of bedbugs. 


I blush to confess -that I am a 


shade less good on bedbugs than I 
am on cockroaches. I have a sur- 
prisingly thick stack of testimonials 
from readers who have used my 
ammunition 
against 
cockroaches. 


These guests are quite intelligent 
and they know when they're whip- 
ped. If the host once manages to 
impress upon them that he is weary 
of their company, they have 
the 


grace to gather up their things and 
clear out. And when they go they're 
gone for a while. Not so with bed- 
bugs. These guests do not appreci- 
ate hospitality at all. They are cal- 
lous toward the host's feelings and 
ignore his hints that he will be so 
lonely after they 
have 
departed. 


Moreover bedbugs evince a supreme 
contempt for the ethics or rules of 
the game. Vividly I recall bow a 
distinguished bedbug came to us 
once at a time when we had not 
been entertaining all winter. I had 
been in the country "on a case."

(phenol) solution and one piflt of 1 
to 500 corrosive *ublimat« (bichlor- 
id*- Of mercury) solution.

INDIAN CORN AIDS 
IN TRACING HISTORY 


OF NORTH AMERICA 


Society Hears How 8,000 


Years of Happenings Were 
Traced Through Maize 


New York—(XP)—How entire eras 


of prehistoric civilization rose 
and 


fell in North America, according as 
Indian corn was available, was de- 
scribed for the International Con- 
gress of Americanists here by Ver- 
non C. Allison, of Linden, N. J. 


"Interesting ruins of former civ- 


ilizations," he said, "are wildly scat- 
tered over the Americas. The two 
most striking aspects of these an- 
cient remains are: 


"1—They are largely located in 


districts which are today probably 
incapable of supporting the popula- 
tion density which 
produced them. 


"2—They are based upon village 


Furthermore, the export price has 
been raised to 15'i cents a .pound.

"It has often been said that there 


is plenty 
of copper underground. 


Moreover, in 
the past when copper consumption 
has increased 
and 
prices have 


strengthened, production has equal- 
ly speeded up, not only In this coun- 
try but all over the world. Soon we 
have had over-production, which in 
turn has demoralized 
the 
market 


and put the^copper companies back 
Into the red Ink column. Now, how- 
ever, there is a new factor. 
The 


Copper Export Association, formed a 
few years ago, is beginning to make 
Its influence felt. It is an organiza- 
tion of American copper producers 
associated with 
whom are certain 


foreign producers and sellers. Un- 
der the provisions of the Webb Pom- 
erene Act it is permitted to estab- 
lish the export price of copper. This 
it has done 
successfully. 
Also, 


through voluntary 
cooperation of 


leading American producers the do- 
mestic output 
of copper 
has not 


been allowed to glut the market. 


"To be sure production has in- 


creased quite substantially during 
1S2S. For the eight months ended 
August 30, the total new supply was 
1.700.192.000 pounds compared with 
1,678,743,000 pounds for the same pe- 
riod in 1927 . 
"The production in August showed 


a gain over last year of 20,000,000 
pounds. It cannot be said, thcre'ore, 
that the lid is clamped 
down on 


domestic output. The response to 
higher prices has been 
a substan- 


tial gain in production. 


"On the other hand, this increase 


in output is not in proportion to the. 
Increase in demand, both domestic 
and foreign. For illustration, dur- 
ing the month of August, 255,000.000 
pounds of copper were consumed by 
domestic industries, and export de- 
mand, whereas the total new supply 
was only 228.000,000 pounds. More- 
over, in every month of 1928 since 
January consumption has exceeded 
production by a substantial margin. 


"The consequence of this situation 


coupled 
with 
increasing 
foreign 


shipments is, very naturally, 
a di- 


minishing supply. 
Stocks of 
re- 


fined copper on hand September 1 
were at low levels, amounting 
to

This vagabond French writer o 


the Middle Ages, known to many in 
England arf America through Rob 
ert Louis Stevenson's famous essay 
has a fasciantion somewhat diflicul 
to understand or explain. 
It can' 


be entirely due to his rapscalllonb 
life, nor altogether because' of his 
poetry, which ie French though not 
able translations Jiave helped give 
currency to his verse. Perhaps his 
interest for modern readers, which 
seems to grow rather than to flag, is 
due 
to the combination of a life 


which was sordid, daring, criminal 
mysterious, with a poetry which, as 
Mr. Lewis puts it, is as one reads 
it today "alive, vibrant, as freshly 
colored as when he first wrote it 
down and ageless." 


Villon was born in Paris In 1413 


and disappeared 
from human ken 


(no one knows what happened to 
him) 
about 1463. His was a short 


life but not a merry one. though full 
of stirring adventure of sorts. 


One engrossing feature of his life 


story is the picture which in connec- 
tion with it we get of his jncdiaeval 
surroundings. "So filled is the spirit 
of Villon." says Mr. Lewis, with 
Paris and his love for it "that his 
verse alone 
re-creates 
his Paris, 


with its cries and its colours and its 
bustling life." Interweaving with his 
own descriptions excerpts from Vil- 
lon's verse (in the original French, 
with an English translation added in 
each case,) the biographer makes the 
old city live again. We see Villon 
against the background of the medi- 
aeval town, with its mud and smells, 
its quaint buildings, 
its mingling 


throngs of richly dressed courtiers 
and fair ladies, its burly men-at- 
arms, Its tattered, whining beggars. 
We hear the howl of the wolves as. 
they invade the very streets of the 
city during a severe 
winter. We 


stare at the gibbets with their dang- 
ling burdens. During one period of 
five days sixty-two criminals were 
hanged In chains and left for 
the 


crows to reduce to bones. Villon him- 
self narrowly escaped sharing this 
grim fate. 


In the chapter "The University" 


we have an animated, realistic pic- 
ture of the great mediaeval univer- 
sity at Paris. Here Villon studies; 
or perhaps we should say plays. With 
wild companions who make small 
pretence of being students Villon en- 
gages in reckless 
and oftentimes 


criminal pursuits and with them fre- 
quently finds himself in serious trou- 
ble, with the authorities both of the 
university and of tho city. -

During the last two years for which a report from the state depart- 


ment of agriculture is available, there was an increase of over 
12,800,000 pounds of milk over the year previous, an increase of over 
$900,000 in farmers' returns. More and more farmers in the county 
have come to realize the big farm crop is the dairy crop.

the cream made into butter or shipped out of the county. The cheese 
manufacturing industry has shown one of the greatest increases in 
the county's history. 


The tremendous 'development of the 'dairying industry in the county, 


"is attributable largely to the interest and the work of pioneer dairy- 
men. They brought the first pure bred cattle into the county and 
through their associations other farmers were induced to dispose of 
scrub stock and put high producing cattle in their place. 


A potent factor, in this development has been the cow testing asso- 


ciations. Farmers in many sections started the movements which still 
are being carried on on a much larger scale. Many excellent records 
have been made by these associations.
